PUT A TAG ON 'EM 
LIKE AN AUTO LICENSE 


Just now when the legisjature is 


about to convene the air is thick 
with suggestions as to what should 
be incorporated in the new game 
laws that everybody feels are going 
to be passed during the coming win- 
ter. 
There is no question but what 


some changes will be made, as every 
hunter admits that the present laws 
are not as they should be. 


In keeping with the other changes, 


one hunter in. this city suggests that 
the man who buys a hunting license 
be furnished with a tag or license 
number on. the same order of the 
auto owner, this tag or license num- 
ber to be worn by the man whenever 
he is out hunting, and then it can be 
told at a glance whether or not a 
man had a license, and a game war- 
den would never have to ask to see a 
man's permit, and the result would 
be that very few would venture out 
without the proper papers. 
Follow- 


ing are some of the changes that 
have been proposed in the present 
laws: 


Non-resident hunting license, small 


game, $25; deer, $50. 


Resident hunting license $1 for 


small game and 50 cents additional 
tor deer coupon. 


Giving the commission authority 


lo declere a closed season or shorten, 
the season or reduce the bag limit in 
emergency. 


Uniform open and closed season 


tor all wild animals. 


Establishment of a game refuge. 
A stale-wide 
closed 
season 
on 


grouse, partridge and prairie chicken, 
probably for two or three years. 


Repeal of all special county laws 


relating to game. 


Change open season for wild birds 


from Sept. 7 to Sept. 20, closing De- 
cember 31. 
^ 


Reduce non-resident hunter's bag 


to same as resident hunter's limit. 


Permit shooting duck twenty min- 


utes before sunrise and twenty min- 
utes after sunset. 
Foifeiture of license on conviction 


of violation of game laws. 


Add to present buck law that 


bucks must have horns at least four 
inches long. 


Prohibiting the carrying 
in an 


automobile of a loaded gun uncased 
or set up. ' 


Legislation in regard to fish and 


fishermen proposed by the commis- 
sion: 


Resident trout fishing license $1; 


no other license for resident fisher- 
men; non-resident fishing license fee 
increased from ?1 to $2, 


Reduce the limit of trout to twen- 


ty-five instead of forty-five. 


Prohibit sale of muskellunge and 


black bass. 
Change opening day for taking 


black bass from May 29 to July 1. 


Daily bag limit on all game fish. 
Increase in all penalties for viola- 


tions of the fish and game laws is 
recommended, the fines intended to 
be sufficient to deter any hunter or 
or fisherman from violating the law, 
as well as affording severe punish- 
ment for violators. 
The recommend- 


ations: 
Fine for using" dynamite to kill 


fish, ?300; venison in possession out 
of season, $100; shipping game to 
market, $200; serving venison 
in 


closed season in railroad orx lumber 
camps or in hotels or summer resorts 
$300.

The Things That Hurt 


It is not likely that the cessation 


:rom work, the good fellowship and 
the pleasures of the holiday season 
are responsible for the increase in 
llness following the season.

thermore, while the weather is usu- 
ally bad, it is no more so than at any 
other time during the winter. 
"Cold 


weather is usually healthy weather," 
and it is not-likely that the weather 
conditions contribute toward increas- 
ng the sickness at this time. It is 
the late hours, the rich roods, and 
the hearty eating generally, as well 
as the increased consumption of 
candy, tobacco, and often liquor, that 
s responsible for the increased post- 
holiday illness.

further .practical advice on feeding 
baby beef for market have a friend 
in the person of James G. Imboden, 
Decatur, president of the Illinois Live 
Stock association.

a letter to the secretary of the Wis- 
consin Live Stocky Breeders' associa- 
tion, expresses himself as being will- 
ing to answer questions on feeding, 
should any Wisconsin boys engaged 
in the business care to write him on 
this subject. 


"Tell the boys not to hesitate to 


write me about their feeding prob- 
lems," Mr. Imboden states, "and if 
I can assist them I shall be glad to 
do so.".

tered in the recent boys' baby beef 
show at Madison, where Mr. Imboden 
acted as judge, is responsible for tho 
continued interest in the work taken 
by this well known cattle feeder. 


BEGINS MOVE FOR 


ONE-GENT POSTAGE 


It is expected lhat at this session 


of congress some definite move wil 
be made for the establishment o 
one-cent postage on first class mai 
matter. The matter has been pushec 
by business men all over the country 
but it has not received much publi 
city thru the newspapers. It is con 
tended by the advocates of the plan 
that one cent is amply sufficient to 
carry a letter lo its destination, and 
ihe only reason there has ever been 
a deficit in the postal receipts is be 
cause of the second class mail, which 
has be«n carried below cost. 
This 


may be true, and then again, it maj 
be not. 


Numerous investigations have been 


held in the postal service to deter 
mine just which branches of the ser 
vice were paying and which wero 
running behind, and the general re 
suit has been that the second class 
branch has beeu decided to be tht 
millstone that is dragging the enure 
service to a densit each year. 


Now the Tribune is in favor of hav^ 


Ing eveiy piece of mail pay its owr 
way, 
and every branch of the service 


pay; from first to lourth class, rura 
delivery, city delivery, parcel pos 
and savings department. Or if no 
ev,ery branch pay, at least have the 
whole thing put on a paying basis by 
the profits in one department paying 
the deficits in another branch. W 
do. not know whether the secom 
class mail would pay its own way i. 
it were given a fair show or not, but 
we do know that it is not given 
fair show. 


Every year there are millions of 


tons o>I mail sent out that goes by 
second class on which no postage is 
paid whatever, and with this load on 
the back of this branch .of the de- 
partment it would be tolly to expect 
to have the receipts equal the expen- 
ditures. 
A part of this load' eman- 


ates from the congressmen and sena- 
tors who send public documents out 
in carloads with no postage attached 
These are carried all over the countrj 
to the friends and constituents ol 
these oflice holders, and all they ueec 
to carry them thru the mail Js the 
congressman's name printed on the 
corner. 
Then the 
department 
ol 


agriculture sends out weekly bulle- 
tins all over the country by hundreds 
of thousands. 
These 
also 
go 
by 


second class mail, and pay no post- 
age. 
Then there are many othei 


branches of the government, such as 
the weather bureau, that has daily 
bulletins that are mailed without any 
postage; and they all go In with the 
secqnd class mail and help to eat a 
hole in a proposition that is already 
as full of holes as a Swiss cheese. 


It is no wonder that the second 


class mail does not pay its way. 
It 


would be a wonder, or rather a mir- 
acle, it it did. It has been suggested 
that the second class mail be put m 
a zone system the same as the parcel 
post, and while this would cause more 
or less trouble and 
confusion 
in 


handling this class of mail, it would 
probably be the most equitable in 
the end. 
However, if the govern- 


ment 
reports, 
public 
documents, 


speeches of representatives and like 
trash were put in a class by them- 
selves and not listed with the second 
class mail, there is no' question but 
what it would be found 
that the 


second class department 
was 
not 


quite such a yellow dog as has been 
heretofore contended. 


One thing that the advocates of 


cheap postage hope to accomplish if 
nothing more, is to mike the rate on 
local letters one cent instead of two, 
as is now the case all over the coun- 
try. This alone would prove a great 
saving to the merchants of the coun- 
try and investigators are certain that 
the change can be brought about.

PUT A TAG ON 'EM 
LIKE AN AUTO LICENSE 


Just now when the legislature is 


about to convene the air is thick 
with suggestions as to what should 
bo incorporated in the new game 
laws that everybody feels are going 
to bb passed during the coming win- 
ter 
There is no question but what 


some changes will bo made, as every 
hunter admits that tho present laws 
are not as they should be. 


In keeping with the other changes 


ono hunter in this ci-ty suggests that 
the man who buys a hunting license 
be furnished with a tag or license, 
number on the same order of the 
aulo owner, this tag or license num- 
ber to be worn by the man whenever 
ho is out hunting, and then it can be 
told at a glance whether or not a 
man had a license, and a game war- 
don would never have to ask to see a 
man's permit, and the result would 
be that very few would venture out 
without the proper papers. 
Follow- 


ing are some of the changes that 
have been, proposed In the present. 


Non-resident hunting license, small 


game, $25; doer, $50. 


Resident hunting license ?1 101. 


small game and GO cents additional 
for deer coupon.

BOY BEEF RAISERS 


BEGINS MOVE FOR 


ONE-CENT 
POSTAGE 


It is expoctied that at this session 


of congress some definite move will 
bo made for the establishment oi 
one-cent postage on first class mail 
matter. The matter hus been pushed 
by business men all over the country 
but it has not received much publi- 
city thru the newspapers. 
It Is con- 


tended by the advocates of the plan 
that one cent is amply suUicient to 
carry a letter to its destination, and 
Uio only reason there has ever been 
a deficit in the postal receipts is be- 
cause of tho second class mail, which 
has been carried below cost. 
This 


may be true, and then again, it may 
be not. 
Numerous investigations have been 


held in the postal service to deter- 
mine just which branches of tho ser- 
vice were paying and which were 
running bohiud, and the general re- 
sult has been that tho second claws 
branch lias beeu decided 10 be the 
millstone that is dragging the entire 
service to a deucit each year. 


Now the Tribune is in favor of hav- 


ing every piece of mail pay its own 
way, and every branch of the service 
pay( from ilrst to fourth class, rural 
•delivery, city delivery, parcel post 
and savings department, 
Or if not 


ev,ery branch pay, at least havo the 
whole thing put on a paying basis by 
the profits in one department paying 
the deficits in another branch. 
We 


do. not know whether the second 
class mail would pay its own way if 
it wore given a fair show or not, but 
we do know that it Is not given a 
fair show. 
Every year there are millions of 


tons ovtl mail sent out that goes by 
second class on which no postage is 
paid whatever, and with this load on 
the back of this branch .of the de- 
partment it would be folly to expect 
to have the receipts equal the expen- 
ditures, 
A part of this load' eman- 


ates from the congressmen and sena- 
tors who send public documents out 
•In carloads with no postage attached. 
These are carried all over the country 
to the friends and constituents of 
these ollice holders, and all they need 
to carry them thru the mall is the 
congressman's name printed ou tho 
corner. 
Then the 
department 
of 


agriculture sends out weekly bulle- 
tins all over the country by hundreds 
of thousands. 
These 
also 
go 
by 


second class mail, and pay no post- 
age. 
Then there are many other 


branches of the government, such as 
the weather bureau, that has daily 
bulletins that are mailed without any 
postage; and they all go in with the 
second class mail and help to eat a 
hole in a proposition that is already 
as full of holes as a Swiss cheese. 


It Is no wonder that the second 


class mail does not pay its way. 
It 


would be a wonder, or rather a mir- 
acle, if it did. It has been suggested 
that the second class mail be put in 
a none system the same as the parcel 
post, and while this would cause more 
or less trouble and 
confusion 
in 


handling this class of mall, It would 
probably be the most equitable in 
the end. 
However, if tho govern- 


ment 
reports, 
public 
documents, 


speeches of representatives and like 
trash were put in a class by them- 
selves and not listed with the second 
class mail, there is no' question but 
what it would be found 
that the 


second class department' was ' not 
quite such a yellow dog as has been 
heretofore contended. 


One thing that the advocates of 


cheap postage hope to accomplish if 
nothing more, is to m^ke the rate oa 
local letters one cent instead of two, 
as is now the case all over the coun- 
try. This alone would prove a great 
saving to tho merchants of the coun- 
try aud investigators are certain that 
the change can bo brought about.

friends these days IH how lo compel 
the mail from tho .south to mako 
comui-ciions on ils way Iron; Clncaf 
and Milwaukee, so that it will arrive 
at ils destination without being a da.v 
or more late. Postmasters and olhei.; 
particularly interested in mail matu-i 
stale tha.1 part of tho trouble is 
caused by tho fact that al tnis time 
of year iho mail .shipments aro piu- 
licularly heavy and me result is thai 
more or less of it. is loft over and 
misses tho train that it was intended 
1'or, and does not arrive at its des- 
tination as soon as it wouid under 
normal conditions. 


This condition of affairs is causing 


considerable trouble and 
comment 


among the people of Grand R;ipids. 
(jut it is not hilling us any harder 
than it is other places along the \7al- 
ley division. 
The people in all tho 


cities of*any size have discoven-d 
that they are not receiving their mail 
very promptly, and wherever possible 
they are pulling up a kick. 
Accord- 


ing to the newspaper reports nearly 
everybody of any moment that is con- 
nected with eiiner tho railroad com- 
pany or tlie mail service has bo-on in- 
terviewed on the .subject, and they 
havo both proven without a doubt 
that they aro not to blame in tho 
matter; that is, they have proven 10 
their own satisfaction that such is 
the case, even though they havo nut 
convinced anybody else. 


It would seem as if there wan a 


remedy for tho missing of the mail 
that would also do away with several 
other icvils that exist at the present 
time, and that have been objected to 
by the people all along the line, but 
which, as yet, have not been rem- 
edied. This remedy is lo run a. thru 
train from Chicago to the end of Die 
Valley division, going north In the 
morning and south in the evening. 
The train would leave Chicago at J U 
o'clock in the evening and arrive in 
Grand Rapids about 7 o'clock in the 
morning, 
it would pass thru Mil- 


waukee about 12 o'clock at niglii 
and would bring ou it practically all 
tho passengers that mako tho thru 
irip from Chicago or Milwaukee to 
the north. It would also carry all 
the thru mail and a large portion of 
the other, mail that is scattered along 
tho way. 
It would leave Chicago late enough 


to bring with it th<e evening papers, 
and from Milwaukee the early odi- 
tions of the morning papers could be 
taken. 
The train might be late, as 


no doubt it Avoiild often bo in tho, 
winter months, but when it got bore 
or any other place along tho lino it 
would have on it the inr.il matter, 
express 
passengers that a train 


leaving the city at the time it did, 
was supposed to have otn it, 


It is a well known fact, that it is 


impossible to make us good time dur- 
'ing the excessively 
cold 
weather 


when there is more or loss snow as it 
is during the summer months when 
the conditions aro more favorable, 
and for this reason tho train during 
the cold weather up in this section 
would not bo as regular us it might 
otherwise bo, but the mail matter 
that is carried would not bo subjected 
to the uncertainty that it is now, and 
everybody, would bo better satisu'ed. 


Then things could 
be improved 


somewhat by tho railroad campany if 
they would haul the thru train with 
ouo of their Jarge, moderrl engines, 
•and not try to snake it thru the snow 
drifts of northern Wisconsin with 
one of the wind-brokon, antiquated 
affairs that usually makes tho trips 
up in this locality. There Is no ques- 
tion but what there is abundant op- 
portunity for improvement in the 
train and mail service on the Valley 
division of the St. Paul, but it is 
doubtful If the company will do any- 
thing about' tho matter until tho pa- 
trons of the road make up their 
mind on what they want and then go 
after It in a concerted manner and 
insist on the changes that will give 
them tho best service.

BEGINS MOVE FOR 


ONE-CENT POSTAGE 


It is expected that at this sessioi 


of congress some definite move wil 
be made tor the establishment o 
one-cent postage on iirst class mai 
matter. The matter has been pushei 
uy business men all over the countr> 
but it has not received much publi 
cily thru the newspapers. 
It is con 


tended by the advocates of the plan 
lhat one" cent is amply sufficient to 
carry a letter to its destination, ant 
ihe only reason there has ever been 
a ileticit in the postal receipts is be 
cause of the second class mail, which 
has been carried below cost. 
Thin 


may be true, and then again, it ma\ 
be not. 
Numerous investigations have been 


held in the postal service to deter- 
mine just which branches of the aer 
vice were paying ami which were 
running behind, and the general r..- 
ault has been that the second clans 
branch lias beeu decided to be the 
millstone that is dragging the entire 
service to a deficit e^ch year. 


Now the Tribune is in favor of hav- 


ing every piece of mail pay its owi 
way, 
und every branch of the service 


pay', from first to fourth class, rura 
delivery, city delivery, parcel posl 
and savings department. Or if nui 
every branch pay, at least have the 
whole thing put on a paying basis b> 
the profits in one department paying 
the deficits in another branch. 
We 


do. not know whether the secouc 
class mail would pay its own way ii 
it were given a fair show or not, but 
we do know that it is not given 
fair show. 
Every year there are millions ot 


tons ot mail sent out thai goes by 
second class on which no postage is 
paid whatever, and with this load on 
the back of this branch .of tiie de- 
partment it would be folly to expect 
to have the receipts equal the expen- 
ditures. 
A part of this load eman- 


ates from the congressmen aud sena- 
tors who send public documents out 
in carloads with no postage attached. 
These are carried all over the country 
to the friends and constituents oi 
these ollice holders, and all they ueeii 
to carry them thru the mail is the 
congressman's name printed on th-_ 
corner. 
Then the 
department 
ol 


agriculture sends out weekly bulle- 
tins all over the country by hundreds 
of thousands. 
These 
also 
go 
by 


second class mail, and pay no post- 
age. 
Then there are many othei 


branches of the government, such as 
the weather bureau, that has daily 
bulletins that are mailed without any 
postage; and they all go in with the 
second class mail and help to eat a 
hole in a proposition that is already 
as full of holes as a Swiss cheese. 
It is no wonder that the second 


class mail does not pay its way. 
It 


would be a wonder, or rather a mir- 
acle, if it did. It has been suggested 
that the second class mail be put iu 
a zone system the same as the parcel 
post, and while this would cause more 
or less trouble and 
confusion 
in 


handling this class of mail, it would 
probably be the most equitable iu 
the end. 
However, if the govern- 


ment 
reports, 
public 
documents, 


speeches of representatives and like 
trash were put in a class by them- 
selves and not listed with the second 
class mail, there is no question but 
what it would be found 
that the 


second class department 
was 
not 


quite such a yellow dog as has been 
heretofore contended. 
One thing that the advocates of 


cheap postage hope to accomplish if 
nothing more, is to mike the rate on 
local letters one cent instead of two, 
as is now the case all over the coun- 
try. 
This alone would prove a great 


saving to the merchants of the coun- 
Lry and investigators are certain that 
:he change can be brought about.

Dances of the Turning'and Howling 


Dervishes Hypnotize Spectator 


From the West. 


The dervishes of Constantinople are 


one of those sights of the Orient which 
the western visitor sees, as a rule, 
with the all-embracing ami apathetic 
tourist curiosity that will regard any- 
thing from an execution In China to 
famine In India In the light of. a curi- 
ous entertainment. There Is no more 
horribly fascinating spectacle In the 
East than these dervishes, nnd 
must be thick-skinned indeed who can 
come away without feeling that he has 
brushed the edge of. mystery—crude 
and savage mystery, perhaps, but mys- 
tery none the -less. 


.There, are two kinds of.-<le\wlshes, 


the dancing or turning dervish, and 
the howling dervish, Both are relig- 
ious orders, and their orgies are mys- 
tic and devotional in principle and in- 
tention, but they have about them 
more of tho character of. black magic. 


Tho turning dervishes. dance1 on a 


raised, waxed platform, Incongruously 
reminiscent of a dance floor at Coney 
Island. 
A- little gallery Is provided 


where tact and baek.shecsh may pro- 
cure a .seat for the European visitor. 
A primitive orchestra of, drums and 
flutes provides music whose quality is 
almost solely rhythmic, embroidered 
by the ghost of a thin tune from the 
eerie flutes. 


With elaborate' ceremonial the derv- 


ishes step one by one upon the floor, 
bowing deeply each to his companions 
and to the master of ceremonies. Slow- 
ly, one by one, they begin to turn 
around and around, with lithe, snake- 
like movements. The drums bent out 
a muffled tempo, the floor is a maze ot 
sinuous circling forms that turn, eacl 
on his own heel, while circling 'in 
smooth patterns singly and in groups 
about pach other—a maze, a tan 
of blending that draws and tires aud 
hypnotizes the eye as it lifts the per 
formers Into a mechanical ecstasy, j 


The howling dervishes arc of. anoth- 


er and more violent order. 
Theji 


dance Is one of mad, convulsive con 
tortlons that seem to rack their tor 
tured bodies in time to tho beat of tho 
drums. 'Low groans tear from tbcii 
throats In the same inexorable tempo 
It is a physical pain to watch them 
Before the ceremony Is half over they 
arc in a scmicatalcptic state, dead to 
the world, but still Jerking and twist- 
ing In rhythm. 
Tho spectacle is not 


pretty, but it leaves an impression 
thnt cannot be lightly tossed off. 
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zantine ecclesiastical architecture even

After a voyage of 14 days tho city 


of Para, better known as Belem, Is 
reached, and among the many pleas- ( 
ant surprises that greet the traveler is1 


the excellent and prompt rnunner in 
which his baggage is cleared through 
the customs by Intelligent officials, who 
act with a degree of promptness that 
one would hunlly expect: In such close 
proximity to the equator. 


From the pier or dock, which com- 


pares favorably with the best of our 
country, there arc electric cars or auto- 
mobiles that will take one to a first- 
class hotel, of which there are several 
in Para, where the Inland traveler can 
put up until he makes his connection 
with a river steamer. 


There arc several ways of making 


the trip up the Amazon, the quickest 
being by means of an ocean steamer 
of cither the Brazilian or British 
lines, which operate us far as Manaos. 
There are occasional British boats 
that go as far as Iquitos, Peru. 
In 


this way the trip to Mnnuos can be 
made In from three to four days. To 
properly see tho Amazon, however, It 
Is better to ' go by one of the river 
boats, which ply lazily up against the 
fast current. 
On account of the high 


c&st.of taking coal to the Amazon, the 
rivex;, boats are run by wood fuel, and 
the 'Wger steamers consume about 
32,006 sticks of wood, 4 feet long by 4 
by 4 inches, per day. On an average 
of every other dny this fuel is loaded 
from the river banks, stick by stick, all 
the work being done by hand and, 
needless to. say, this operation, after 
being witnessed more than once, may 
become somewhat tiresome. 


Boats Are Comfortable. 


The 'cabins on the boat arc large 


nnd roomy, and have electric lights and 
fans; the dining room Is aft on the 
open deck, and In the mornings, as 
during the- greater part of the day, it 
Is quite comfortable on board. 
After 


sundown, however, the number of In-

The steamer, having remained three 


days in-Mamies, is now ready to con- 
tinue her journey. 
The trip up the 


Amazon above Manaos lakes one 
Jquitos, the wonderful inland town 
Peru, with an outlet through tho Ama- 
zon to the Atlantic ocean, while it Is 
but 500 miles from the I'aclfic coast. 
However, as our destination is in 
other direction, we will resume 
journey on our river bout. 


We return down the Amazon as far 


as Itacoatlarn, entering Ihe Madeira 
river, the principal tributary of the 
Amazon. Only three towns on the en-

nio, but as Portovelho is the starting 
point of the Madeira Mnmpro railway, 
tho voyage practically terminates at 
ihc latter place. 


Arriving nt Portovelho one finds a 


mushroom town, such places as are lo- 
cated the world over where a sudden 
undertaking such as tho building of. a 
canal or railroad or the development 
of a mine on a large scale, calls 
the installation of headquarters, 
fore the railroad was contemplated, 
Portovelho was little known, even to 
the people of the Amazon regions. To- 
day, besides the large and modern 
railroad shops, there is found a tele- 
phone system, a wireless station, elec- 
tric lighting oi? the streets, residences, 
offlcos'and other buildings of the road, 
running water, and an ice plant that 
furnishes the ice for all the points 
along the line and even for some of 
the towns across the border in Bolivia.

Dances of the Turning and Howling 


Dervishes Hypnotize Spectator 


From the West. 


The dervishes of Constantinople are 


one of those sights of the Orient which 
the western visitor sees, as a rule, 
with the all-embracing and apathetic 
tourist curiosity that will regard any- 
thing from an execution in China to 
famine in India in the light of a curi 
ous entertainment. There is no more 
horribly tascinatiug spectacle in the 
East than these dervishes, 
and he 


must be thick-skinned indeed who can 
come away without feeling that he has 
brushed the edge of mystery—crude 
and savage mystery, perhaps, but mys- 
tery none the less. 


There, are two kinds of <leT*rtshes, 


(he dancing or turning dervish, and 
the howling dervish. Both are relig- 
ious orders, and their orgies are mys- 
tic and devotional in principle and in- 
tention, but they have about them 
more of the character of black magic. 


The turning dervishes dance on a 


raised, waxed platform, incongruously 
reminiscent of a dance floor at Coney 
Island. A little gallery is provided 
where tact and barksheesh may pro- 
cure a seat for the European visitor 
A primitive orchestra of drums and 
flutes provides music whose quality is 
almost solely rhythmic, embroidered 
by the ghost of a thin tune from the 
eerie flutes. 


With elaborate ceremonial the derv- 


ishes step one by one upon the floor, 
bowing deeply each to his companions 
and to the master of ceremonies. Slow- 
ly, one by one, they begin to turn, 
around and around, with lithe, snake- 
like movements. 
The drums beat out 


a muffled tempo, the floor is a maze of 
sinuous circling forms that turn, each 
on his own heel, while circling In 
smooth patterns singly and in groups 
about each other—a maze, a tangle, 
of blending that draws and tires and 
hypnotizes the eye as it lifts the per- 
formers into a mechanical ecstasy. 


The howling dervishes are of anoth- 


er and more violent order. 
Thejr 


dance is one of mad, convulsive con- 
tortions that seem to rack their tor- 
tured bodies in time to the beat of the- 
drums. 
Low groans tear from their 


throats in the same Inexorable tempo. 
It is a physical pain to watch them. 
Before the ceremony Is half over they 
are in a semieataleptic state, dead to 
the world, but still jerking and twist- 
ing in rhythm. The spectacle is not 
pretty, but it leaves an impression 
that cannot be lightly tossed off.

After a voyage of 14 days the city 


of Para, belter known as Belem, is 
reached, and among the many pleas- 
ant surprises that greet the traveler Is' 
the excellent and prompt manner in 
which his bnggnge is cleared through 
tin- customs by intelligent ofiicials, who 
act with a degree of promptness that 
one would hardly expect in such close 
proximity to the equator. 


From the pier or dock, which com- 


pares favorably with the best, of our 
country, (here are electric cars or auto- 
mobiles that will take one to a first- 
class hotel, of which there are several 
In Para, where the inland traveler can 
put up until he makes his connection 
with a river steamer. 


There are several ways of making 


the trip up the Amazon, the quickest 
being by means of an ocean steamer 
of either the Brazilian 
or British 


lines, which operate as far as Manaos, 
There are occasional British boats 
that go as far as Iquitos, Peru. In 
this way the trip to Manaos can be 
made in from three to four days. To 
properly see the Amazon, however, it 
Is better to go by one of the river 
boats, which ply lazily up against the 
fast current. On account of the high 
c&st.of taking coal to the Amazon, the 
rivet boats are run by wood fuel, and 
the ^irger steamers consume about 
32,000 sticks of wood, 4 feet long by 4 
by 4 inches, per day. On an average 
of every other day this fuel is loaded 
from the rivpr banks, stick by stick, all 
the work being done by hand and, 
needles? to say, this operation, after 
being witnessed more than once, may 
become somewhat tiresome. 


Boats Are Comfortable. 


The cabins on the boat are large 


and roomy, and have electric lights and 
Cans; the dining room is aft on the 
open deck, and in the mornings, as 
during the greater part of the day, it 
Is quite comfortable on board. 
After 


sundown, however, the number of In- 
sects of all types, sizes, etc., makes it 
unpleasant and tho traveler finds it 
necessary to escape into his screened 
stateroom, or into his hammock or cot, 
carefully inclosed by mosquito netting 
of very fine mesh. 
There are four 


Brst-class shower baths on board, also 
running water in the'cabins, and every- 
thing considered, one can make one's 
self fairly comfortable. The captain, 
or "comandante," as he is called, 
rules supreme, anil, on the average, Is 
a highly educated navigator, and he 
and his "cabinet" of officers are very 
agreeable to the passengers. 
When, 


one becomes accustomed to the food, It 
is very nourishing, and the service on 
the whole is satisfactory. 


Besides tho frequent stops for fuel, 


the steamer calls at a half-dozen points 
between Para and Manaos, the prin- 
cipal ones being Santarem, noted for 
Its fine batelnos (large rowboats and 
lighters) ; Obidos, the narrowest part 
of the river, and Itacoatiara, near the 
mouth of the Madeira^ river. 


A further surprise to the traveler, 


who has just spent ten, days in the 
mud-yellow river, is1 the Sudden change 
in the color of the water to a deep 
black, which is the 'first sign of ap- 
proaching the city of Manaos, a thou- 
sand miles from the mouth of a trop- 
ical river. 


This city has an excellent' electric 


car service, numerous public and prl-

days in Manaos, is now ready to con- 
tinue her journey. 
The trip up the 


Amazon above Manaos takes one to 
Iquitos, the wonderful inland (own of 
Peru, with an outlet through the Ama- 
zon to (he Atlantic ocean, while it is 
but 500 miles from the Pacific coast. 
However, as our destination Is in an- 
other direction, We will resume (he 
journey on our river boat. 


We return down the Amazon as far 


as Itacoatiara, entering (ho Madeira 
river, the principal tributary of the 
Am-.zon. Only three towns on the en- 
tire trip of 700 miles, consuming a 
week, 
are 
encountered—Manicore, 


Calama 
and 
Huirnaitn. 
Numerous 


stops are made at rubber estates, there 
being several hundred along both 
banks of the Madeira, to deliver tho 
mall. 


The steamer trip ends at San Anto- 


nio, but as Portovelho is the starting 
point of the Madeira Mamore railway, 
(he voyage practically terminates at 
Die latter place. 


Arriving at Portovelho one finds a 


mushroom town, such places as are lo- 
cated the world over where a sudden 
undertaking such as the building of a 
canal or railroad or the development 
of a mine on a large scale, calls for 
tho installation of headquarters. 
Be- 


fore the railroad was contemplated, 
Portovelho was little known, even to 
the people of the Amazon regions. To- 
day, besides the large and modern 
railroad shops, there is found n tele- 
phone system, a wireless station, elec- 
tric lighting of the streets, residences, 
offices and other buildings of the road, 
running water, and an ice plant that 
furnishes the ice for all the points 
along the line and even for some of 
the towns across the border in Bolivia. 
One mile distant, at Candelaria, there 
is a fine hospital with first-class equip- 
ment in every respect. 
Practically 


every train that leaves Portovelho car- 
ries a hospital car, and serious cases 
are rapidly conducted to the hospital.

SIGHT TO BE REMEMBERED 


Dances of the Turning and Howling 


Dervishes Hypnotize Spectator 


From the West. 


The dervishes of Constantinople are 


one of those sights of the Orient which 
the western visitor sees, as a rule, 
with the all-embracing and apathetic 
tourist curiosity that will regard any- 
thing from un execution in China to 
famine in India in the light of a curi- 
ous entertainment. There is no more 
horribly fascinating spectacle in the 
East than these dervishes, and he 
must be thick-skinned indeed who can 
come away without feeling that he has 
brushed the edge of mystery—crude 
and savage mystery, perhaps, but mys- 
tery none the less. 


There, are two kinds of -<Jewisbes,. 


the dancing or turning dervish, and 
the howling dervish. 
Both are relig- 


ious orders, and their orgies are 
mys- 


tic and devotional in principle and in- 
tention, but they have about them 
more of the character ot black magic. 


The turning dervishes. dance on a 


raised, waxed pJatform, incongruously 
reminiscent of a dance tloor at Coney 
island. 
A little gallery is provided 


where tact and backsheesh may pro- 
cure a .seat for the European visitor. 
A primitive orchestra of drums and 
flutes provides music whose quality is 
almost solely rhythmic, embroidered 
by the ghost of a thin tune from the 
eerie llutes. 


With elaborate ceremonial the derv- 


ishes step one by one upon the floor, 
bowing deeply each to his companions 
and to the master of ceremonies. Slow- 
ly, one by one, they begin to turn, 
around and around, with lithe, snake- 
like movements. The drums beat out 
a muffled tempo, the iloor is a maze of 
sinuous circling forms tbat turn, each 
on ills own heel, while circling In 
smooth patterns singly and in groups 
about each other—a maze, a tangle, 
of blending that draws and tires and 
hypnotizes the eye as it lifts the per- 
formers into a mechanical ecstasy1. 


Tne howling dervishes are of anoth- 


er and more violent order. 
Thejr 


dance is one of mad, convulsive con- 
tortions that seem to rack their tor- 
tured bodies in time to the beat of the 
drums. 
Low groans tear from their 


throats in the same inexorable tempo. 
It is a physical pain to watch them. 
Before the ceremony is half over they 
are in a semicataleptic state, dead to 
the world, but still jerking and twist- 
ing in rhythm. The spectacle is not 
pretty, but it leaves an impression 
that cannot be lightly tossed off.

More Olive Oil. 


It has long been observed that those 


who treat olive oil as a common- ar- 
ticle of food and use it as such are 
generally stronger and healthier than 
those who do not. There are many 
Sways of using the oil besides in salads. 
It may be used with good effect as a 
substitute for butter, in compounding 
the ordinary • brown or white sauce. 
A teaspoonful of oil added, just before 
taking up, to every quart of split- 
pea, bean, potato or other sonp, lack* 
ing fat, greatly Increases its rich- 


ness as well as its flavor. A child 
soon learns to like the taste of olive 
oil on bread in-place of butter, while 
any kind of cold meat, that is to be 
re-cooked, is improved by having a lit- 
tle oil poured ^.over it, at least, half an 
hour before heating.

N BOAUD the steamer bound 


south out of New York, one 
meets with the usual rolling 
stone who has learned every- 


thing but to mind his own business, 
lie 'will inform the traveler of the 
dreadful climates to be endured, the 
shameful 
treatment extended to all 


foreigners, most especially Americans, 
that will have to be suffered in passing 
through custom houses; and other sim- 
ilar tales, writes F. K. Duerr in the 
Bulletin of the Par.-Americnn Union. 


After a voyage of 14 days the city 


of Para, better known as Belem, is 
reached, and among the many pleas- 
ant surprises that greet the traveler is 
the excellent and prompt manner in 
which his baggage is cleared through 
the customs by intelligent officials, who 
net with .1 degree of promptness that 
one would hardly expect in such close 
proximity to the equator. 


From the pier or dock, which com- 


pares favorably with the best of our 
country, there arc electric cars or auto- 
mobiles that will take one to a iirst- 
class hotel, of which there are several 
in Para, where the inland traveler can 
put up until he makes his connection 
with a river steamer. 


There are several ways of making 


the trip up the Amazon, tne quickest 
being by means of an ocean steamer 
of 
either the Brazilian or British 


lines, which operate as fur as Manaos, 
There are occasional British boats 
that go as far as Iquitos, Peru. 
In 


this way the trip to Manaos can be 
made in from three to four days. To 
properly see the Amazon, however, It 
is better to go by one of the river 
boats, which ply lazily up against the 
fast current. 
On account of the high 


cost.of taking coal to the Amazon, the 
rivet, boats are run by wood fuel, and 
the "iarffer steamers consume about 
12,000 sticks of wood, 4 feet long by 4 
by 4 inches, per day. On an average 
of every other dny this fuel is loaded 
from the rlvpr banks, stick by stick, all 
the work being done by hand and, 
needless to say, this operation, after 
being witnessed more than once, may 
become somewhat tiresome. 


Boats Are Comfortable. 


The 'cabins on the boat are large 


und roomy, and have electric lights and 
Cans; the dining room is aft on the 
open deck, and in the mo-rniugs, as 
during the greater part of the day, it 
is quite comfortable on board. 
After 


sundown, however, the number of in- 
sects of all types, sizes, etc., makes it 
unpleasant and the traveler finds it 
necessary to escape into his screened 
stateroom, or into his hammock or cot, 
carefully inclosed by mosquito netting 
of very fine mesh. 
There are four 


first-class shower baths on board, also 
running water in the cabins, and every- 
thing considered, one can make one's 
self fairly comfortable. 
The captain, 


or "eomandante," as he is called, 
rules supreme, and, ou the average, is 
a highly educated navigator, and he 
and his "cabinet" of officers are very 
agreeable to the passengers. 
Wheo. 


one becomes accustomed to the food, it 
i's very nourishing, and the service on 
the whole is satisfactory. 


Besides the frequent stops for fuel, 


the steamer calls at a half-dozen points 
between Para and Manaos, the prin- 
cipal ones being Santarem, noted for 
its fine batelaos (large rowboats and 
lighters) ; Obidos, the narrowest part 
of the river, and Itacoatiara. near the 
mouth of the Madeira river. 


A further surprise to the traveler, 


who has just spent ten days in the 
mud-yellow river, is the sudden change 
in the color of the water to a deep 
black, which is the :first sign of ap- 
proaching the city of Manaos, a thou- 
sand miles from the mouth of a trop- 
ical river. 


This city has an excellent' electric 


car service, numerous public and prl

being killed by a a per cent solution 
in a short time. More than half the 
total number will die in one minute. 
The thorough use of a pure potash 
soap is not only a mechanical method 
of cleansing, but is an active factor in 
cutting down gerni life."

the latter place. 


Arriving at Portovelho onn finds 


mushroom town, sucli places :is are lo- 
cated the world over where a sudden 
undertaking such as the building of n 
canal or railroad or the development 
of a mine on n large scale, calls for 
the installation of headquarters, lie- 
fore the railroad wns contemplated, 
Portovelho wns little known, even to 
the people of the Amazon regions. To- 
day, besides the large and modern 
railroad shops, there is found a tele- 
phono system, a wireless station, elec- 
tric lighting of the streets, residences, 
offices and other buildings of the road, 
running water, and an Ice plant that 
furnishes the ice for all the points 
along the line and even for some of 
the towns across the border in Bolivia. 
One mile distant, at Candelaria, there 
is a tine hospital with first-class equip- 
ment in every respect. 
Practically 


every train that leaves Portovelho car- 
ries a hospital car, and serious cases 
are rapidly conducted to the hospital.

Use of Artificial Gas. 


That the use of artificial gas as n 


domestic and industrial fuel is in- 
creasing aud that its utilization for 
illuminating purposes Is decreasing is 
indicated by a report recently issued 
by the department of the interior, 
which oners the use of the product 
in 3013. 


It is pointed out that 26G,204,2JS,000 


cubic' feet of gas was sold during 1913, 
and that the value of this production 
amounted to $173,832,132, according to 
statistics collected by C. E. Lesher of 
the United States geological 
survey, 


and 128,103,346,000 cubic feet of coal 
gas was consumed during the same 
period, valued at $48,882,007. 


The statistics show that 30 per cent 


of the gas \vns used for illuminating, 
4S per cent for domestic fuel and 22 
per cent for industrial fuel. 


Aluminum on Skis Lengthens Jump. 


An increase of several yards in the 


jump of ski-r,unners is a rather sur- 
prising result of the process of metal- 
lizing objects by means of a spray. In 
Switzerland a coating of aluminum of 
the thickness of thin cardboard is be- 
ing applied to the fckl blades by this 
method, and this not only adds greatly 
to the durability of the bearing surface 
but it also very materially lessens fric- 
tion, and tends further to prevent cak- 
ing of snow on the blades. It is the di- 
minished friction that lengthens the 
jump.

Thou- 
sands of dolh'.rs have been wasted 
by the piecemeal me;hods that havt 
been followed. 
A movement is now 


on foot in the stale to make a busi- 
ness of building roads that will staid 
and to make each generation pay i's 
share of tho cost.

Tbe desire of the seed trade io 


secure as much seed as possible, to- 
gether with tho improvement in trade 
facilities with France during tbe win- 
ter ana spring, resulted in the importa- 
tion of 12,000,000 pounds during the 
year ended Juue 30, 1QKJ, as compared 
witli 7,500,000 pounds the year previ- 
ous, and 1,500,000 pounds hi 1010. 


During May and June much seed of 


poor quality has been imported, more 
than 1,000,000 pounds made up of sev- 
eral lots germinating from 29 per cent 
to 02 per cent. 
Farmers should there- 


fore be sure of the quality of tho seed 
they buy. 
Crimson clover seed of a 


bright greenish yellow color usually 
germinates well, while n browui.5u 
color indicates poor germination. All 
lots containing brownish or browu 
seeds should be carefully tested for 
germination to determine the propor- 
tion that may be expected to grow in 
the field under favorable conditions 
and the rate of seeding should be ad- 
Justed accordingly.

the average will ue fair, aud wilh eight 
or ten products to depend on a satis- 
factory farm income will be assured. 


Crop prices fluctuate widely from 


year to year. Even in the same season 
certain districts receive high returns, 
while otherj show losses. 
No single 


crop or product is safe against unfa- 
vorable conditions at timus. 
There- 


fore diversification is Ihe besl assur- 
ance against ieavy loss. For example. 
If potatoes or beans are low in price 
they need not be sold at once if there 
are u number of other products with 
which to meet expenses and payments. 
It may be better to consume the low 
priced products on the farm than to 
Jmul them to market. 


Feeding to poultry, bogs and cattle 


will at any time make potatoes worlh 
00 cents a bushel. 
"With a large crop 


of tubers on hand at a time when the 
market is extremely low il is entirely 
feasible for any farmer to cut down 
the grain rations in poultry house and 
barn and substitute boiled potatoes. 
Beans could be added and the crop 
consumed entirely at home. 
M~any 


other articles will work into such a 
plan. 
It flill even pay to buy young 


pigs and steers for the purpose of mak- 
ing profitable use of potatoes and root 
crops, especially carrots, rutabagas and 
sugar beets. 
Animals generally, as 


well as chickens, ducks ami goose, will 
aousume these vegetables to advantage. 
Mixed with bran, middlings or corn 
meal, potatoes form u palatable and 
wholesome diet, and the farmer is en- 
abled by this substitution to sell a 
large proportion of his corn crop. Each 
farm should also produce^a number of 
crops in the vegetable line, such as 
cabbage, onions, cucumbers, celery, etc. 


A number of vegetables lend them- 


selves to any canning scheme on the 
farm and thus may be saved from 
waste or low markets. 
Canning puts 


the financial touch upon various fruits 
and garden crops which otherwise 
would amount to nothing. 
One may 


plan *p eliminate waste by a little 
study along this line. The ordinary 
farm family can manage a canning 
outfit and thus secure a new source of 
revenue. 


In urging diversification for both 


large aud small farms I suggest tensor 
twelve elistinct products, which must 
be arranged so as to distribute the la- 
bor as evenly as possible. It is in this 
respect that many farmers are weak, 
and it is-obscrved that settlers tin the 
new agricultural areas of wostctn and 
southwestern states have yet to learn 
important lessons on this subject. 
When agricultural districts are devel- 
oped so rapidly that economic forces 
do not have time to properly act the 
result is a very imperfect scherne^of 
farm organization. 
One cause of this 


is the extreme profitableness of cer- 
tain crops for a few years and the con- 
sequent development of farms on the 
basis of a single enterprise. 
Coupled 


with this one sided organization lan/1 
prices are often forced so high that an 
intensive form of agriculture is neces- 
sary when only a fairly extensive type 
of .farming should prevail. It is these 
single crop farmers who arc the great- 
est sufferers iu years of low prices for 
their special products. Aside from bet- 
ter use of labor and land, mixed farm- 
ing ,is one" of the surest safeguards 
against total failure.

CRIMSON CLOVER SEED. 


Much of tho Supply on Hand of Poor 


Quality. 


[Prepared by tho United States depart- 


ment of Ui'riculture.] 


There i--: apparently a larger supply 


of crimson clover seed on bund, at the 
present time than In any previous year, 
and much of it is of poor quality, ac- 
cortliuA' to specialists of the United 
Ht.'iles 
department 
of 
agriculture. 


While this would indicate tbat the 
price should bo normal or less than 
normal it is rapidly advancing. 


The greater part of the crimson 


clover .seed sowed in the United States 
is normally 1mported from Franco aud 
Austria, in the fall of 1014 conditions 
of trade -with Knrojie -were such that 
there appeared to be danger of a short 
supply of .send for this summer's plant- 
ing. ' The desire of the Heed trade to 
secure as much seed as possible, to- 
irelher -with the Improvement in trade 
facilities wifh France during the win- 
ter nnd spring, resulted in the importa- 
tion of j",000,OOD pounds during the 
year ended -Tune 30, 1015. as compared 
with 7,500,000 pounds the year previ- 
ous, aud 1.500,000 pounds in 1010. 


During May aud June much seed of 


poor quality "has been Imported, more 
than 1,000.000 pounds made up of sev- 
eral lots germinating from 29 per cent 
to f>2 per cent. 
Farmers should there- 


fore be sure of the quality of the seed 
they buy. 
Crimson clover seed of a 


bright greenish yellow color usually 
Kcrminntcs well, while n brownish 
color indicates poor germination. All 
lots containing brownish or brown 
seeds should be carefully tested for 
germinatiou to determine the propor- 
tion that may be expected to grow In, 
the Held under favorable conditions 
nnd tho rate of seeding should be ad- 
Justed accordingly.

CANNING SCHEME. 


the average will oe fair, and with eight 
or ten products to depend on a satis- 
factory farm income will lie assured. 


Crop prices fluctuate widely from 


year to year. Even iu the same season 
certain "districts receive high returns, 
while others show losses. 
No single 


crop or product is safe against unfa- 
vorable conditions at times. 
There- 


fore diversification is the best assur- 
ance agains-L'kc-1'.Y.y loss. For example. 
:if potatoes or beans are low iu price 
they need not be sold at once if there 
arc a number of other products with 
which to meet expenses and payments. 
It may be better to consume the low 


1 priced products on the farm than to 
liaul them to market. 


Feeding to poultry, hogs and cattle 


will at any time make potatoes worth 
00 cents a bushel. 
With a large crop 


of tubers on hand at a time when the 
market Is extremely low it is entirely 
feasible for any farmer to cut down 
the grain rations in poultry house and 
barn and substitute boiled potatoes. 
Boar.s could be added and the crop 
consumed entirely nt home. 
Many 


other articles will work into such a 
plan. 
It will even pay to buy young 


pigs and steers for the purpose of mak- 
ing profitable use of potatoes and root 
crops, especially carrots, rutabagas and 
Btig-ar beets. 
Animals generally, as 


well as chickens, ducks and geese, will 
consume these vegetables to advantage. 
MJxed with bran, middlings or corn 
meal, potatoes form a palatable and 
wholesome diet, and the farmer is en- 
abled by this substitution to sell a 
large proportion of his corn crop. Each 
farm should also produce^a number of 
crops In the vegetable line, such as 
cabbage, onions, cucumbers, celery, etc. 


A number of vegetables lend them- 


selves to any canning scheme on the 
farm and thus may be saved from 
.waste or low markets. 
Canning puts 


the financial touch upon various fruits 
and "garden crops 
which 
otherwise 


would amount to nothing. 
One may 


plan to eliminate waste by a little 
study along this line. 
The ordinary 


farm family can manage a canning 
outfit and thus seeure a new source of 
revenue. 
In urging diversification for both 


large and small farms I suggest ten'or 
twelve distinct products, which must 
be arranged so as to distribute the la- 
bor as evenly as possible. It is in this 
respect that" many farmers are weak, 
and it is-observed that settlers sin the 
new agricultural areas of ivestojrii and 
southwestern states hqvc yet to learn 
important 
lessons on this 
subject. 


When agricultural districts are devel- 
oped so rapidly that economic forces 
do not have time to properly act the 
result is a -very imperfect scbeme'of 
farm organization. One cause of this 
is the extreme profitableness of cer- 
tain crops for a -few years and the con- 
sequent development of farms on the 
basis -of a single enterprise. 
Coupled 


with this one sided organisation lan.fl 
prices are often forced so high thnt an 
intensive form of agriculture is neces- 
sary when, only a fairly extensive type 
of .farming should prevail. 
It is these 


single crop fanners who are the great- 
est sufferers in years of low prices for 
their special products. Aside from bet- 
ter use of labor and land, mixed farm- 
ing .is onc"~of the surest safeguards 
against total failure.

REVENUE LAWS TO 


BE BORNE IN MIND

There is oftui found a condition, in 


laying mit the .streets of a town or 
city, winch necessitates the formation 
of several lots which are not of stand- 
ard depth. Smb. a condition might ex- 
ist where two streets intersect at an 
angle other thun 00 degrees. In such 
a case lots are laid out on two sides 
of the triangle us near to the apes as 
they may bo carried without cutting 
down the depth to a value which will 
hamper the sale of the lots. 
If the 


angle of intersection of the streets is 
small, there w Ml be a rather large piece 
of land which is usually not suitable 
for residences. 
That the size of this 


strip ran be cut down by making the 
lots wider near the jipex rnay be real- 
ized by propeily designing the houses 
built on the shallow lots is a certainty. 
The shallow lots would be preferred 
property if assurance could be given 
that the houses would look well in 
their prenhar positions. 


There are a few conditions which 


may be observed in order to produce 


used as a large front or back lawn nnd 
presents, the narrow side of the house 
as the only part that Is ever noticed 
by passers-by. 


The design shown here presents an 


unusually attractive appearance from 
the street. 
Since the gable roof is 


placed with its ridge parallel to the 
street, the tile-covered surface, broken 
by the dormer with its six square win- 
dows, is a prominent feature. The up 
per floor is finished with shingles, 
while the first floor walls are of brick, 
trimmed with white stone or stock ter- 
ra cotta. Details are carefully worked 
out to produce a nicely balanced ap- 
pearance. 
A special feature of the 


front porch construction Is the manner 
in which the brick columns are carried 
up through the roof and capped with 
a white stone or terra cotta slab. Or- 
namental vases may be placed on these 
columns and flowers planted in them 
in the summer time. The canopy over 
the windows on either side of the chim- 
ney Is covered with tile similar to that 
used on the roof_

lots. Of course, it will be necessary 
to design these houses with the larger 
Dimension across the front. This often 
helps the room arrangement rather 
than causing difficulty in grouping of 
.rooms. As far as the exterior appear- 
ance Is concerned, there is an ad- 
vantage in the wider side of the houses 
being placed near the street, in that 
many pleasing effects are possible in 
\he window and porch design, and the 
•wall finish Is more effective than in the 
case of a smaller wall surface. An- 
other advantage of this type of house 
Js found In the possibility of artistic 
and distinctive roof treatment. 


The building line should, of course, 


be maintain, d in accordance with that 
which Is estublished by the majority of 


convenience. A wide shelf is built un- 
der the window with a case on either 
side. The refrigerator, which is iced 
from the reai porch, is handy to this 
shelf.

This division of 
lots is often preferred to the division 
which places a single lot at the apex, 
ou account of the fact that the last 
house, in the latter case, is exposed on 
three sides to public view, and Inci- 
dentally the owner of this lot has the 
improvement of two streets and two 
street sidewalks to contend with in 
case these developments are brought 
into effect. 


The remaining small triangle which 


cannot be used for residence purposes 
is an excellent spot for the city or town 
to take up and improve with shrubbery, 
flower gardens and ornamental con- 
crete or stone work. The brightening 
effect which these little beauty spots 
have in towns and cities is attested to 
by any number of examples of this 
treatment throughout the country. 


Because most city lots are deep'and 


narrow, ic Is unusual to see a house 
designed as a city home which has Us 
longer dimension across the 
front. 


Aside from the few cases already men- 
tioned in which it is necessary to cut 
lots of peculiar shape on account of 
streets intersecting at sharp angles, the 
only place where a house with wide 
front is likely to be used is on a corner 
lot which 
offers 
frontage on two 


'streets. 
Even if pltnty of room is 


'available, the usual custom is to build 
•a house with its narrow side to the 
front, even though such a practice robs

Dr. N. A. Cobb, an authority on zool- 


ogy, declares that there must be hun- 
dreds of thousands of species of nema- 
todes, or thread worms, more than 
nine-tenths of which are still unknown 
to science. Of the parasitic nematodes 
infesting vertebrate animals alone it is 
estimated that there are at least 80,000 
Species. Insects, mollusks, crustaceans 
and other animal groups are also much 
infested, and as a rule a given species 
of nemntode is peculiar to a single 
species of host. Lastly, the species of 
nematode living free in soil and water 
vastly outnumber the parasitic species. 
As these creatures are enormously pro- 
lific, the number of individuals must 
be quite beyond conception. Doctor 
Cobb estimates that in the upper foot 
of an arable soil the number of nema- 
todes runs up thousands of millions an

There is often found a condition, in 


laying out 'he streets, of a town or 
tity, which necessitates the formation 
of several lots which are not of stand- 
ard depth. Such a condition might ex- 
ist where two streets intersect at an 
angle other than !K> degrees. 
In such 


a case lots are laid out on tuo sides 
of the triangle as near to the apex as 
they may he tarried without cutting 
down the depth to a value which will 
hamper the sale of the lots. If the 
angle of intersection of the streets is 
small, there will be a rather large piece 
of land which is usually not suitable 
for residences. 
That the size of this 


itrip can be cut down by making the 
lots wider near the apex may be real- 
ized by properly designing the- houses 
built on the shallow lots is a certainty. 
The shallow lots would be preferred 
property if assurance could be given 
that the houses would look well in 
their peculiar positions. 


There are a few conditions Tshlch 


may bo ubsened in order to produce 


used as a large front or back lawn and 
presents, the narrow side ot the house 
as the only part that is ever noticed 
by passers-by. 


The design shown here presents nn 


unusually attractive appearance from 
the street. 
Since the gable roof is 


placed with its ridge parallel to the 
street, the tile-covered surface, broken 
by the dormer with its six square win- 
dows, is a prominent feature. The up- 
per floor is finished with shingles, 
while the first floor walls are of brick, 
trimmed with white stone or stock ter- 
ra cotta. Details are carefully v% orked 
out to produce a nicely balanced ap- 
pearance. 
A special feature of the 


front porch construction is the manner 
in which the brick columns are carried 
up through the roof and capped with 
a white stone or terra cotta slab. Or- 
namental vases may be placed on these 
columns and flowers planted in them 
in the summer time. The canopy over 
the windows, on either side of the chim- 
ney is covered with tile similar to that 
used on the roof_

The building line should, of course, 


be maintained in accordance with that 
which is established by the majority of

houses in the block. If the division of 
the property into lots is carried to the 
apex of the triangle with a lot on each 
street as the final division, each of the 
houses on these lots should le designed 
in the manner of a house which is to 
face on two streets. This division of 
lots is often preferred to the division 
which places a single lot at the apex, 
on account of the fact that the last 
house, in the latter ease, is exposed on 
three sides to public view, and inci- 
dentally the owner of this lot has the 
improvement of two streets and two 
street sidewalks to contend with in 
case the:<e developments are brought 
into effect. 


The remaining small triangle which 


cannot be used for residence purposes 
is an excellent spot for the city or town 
to take up and improve with shrubbery, 
flower gardens and ornamental con- 
crete or stone work. The brightening 
effect which these little beauty spots 
have in towns and cities is attested to 
by any number of examples of this 
treatment throughout the country. 


Because most city lots are deep'and 


narrow, it is unusual to see a house 
designed as a city home which has its 
longer dimension across the front. 
Aside from the few cases alre&dy men- 
tioned in which it is necessary to cut 
lots of peculiar shape on account of 
streets intersecting at sharp angles, the 
only place where a house with wide 
front is likely to be used is on a corner 
lot which offers frontage on two 
•streets. 
Even if plenty of room is 


'available, the usual custom is to build 
la house with its larrow side to the 
front, even though such a practice robs 
the owner of space which might be

Dr. N. A. Cobb, an authority on zool 


ogy, 
declares that there must be nun 


dreds of thousands of species of nema 
todes, or thread worms, more than 
nine-tenths of which are still unknown 
to science. Of the parasitic ncmatoiles 
infesting vertebrate animals atone it is 
estimated that there are at least 80,000 
species. Insects, molluslcs, crustaceans 
and other animal groups are also much 
infested, and as a rule a given species 
of nematode is peculiar to a single 
species of host. Lastly, the species of 
nematode^ living free in soil and water 
vastly outnumber the parasitic species. 
As these creatures are enormously pro 
lific, the number of Individuals must 
be quite beyond conception. Doctor 
Cobb estimates that in the tipper foot 
of an arable soil the number of neraa- 
todes runs up thousands of millions, an 
acre.

is often neglected tor the prize that 
IP denied us—we refer to the beauty 
and desirability of the Celastru.s, or 
bitter-sweet vine. This native climb- 
er found in our woods and along 
fences, is one of the most satisfactory 
vines, that can be grown about the 
house. 


The Celastrus is as, hardy as gran- 


ite, a quick grower, twining securely 
about its support, and it is not liable 
to disease. 


In the fall when flowers are scarce, 


it covers itself with clusters of orange- 
colored fruit, which the frost opens, 
revealing its crimson seeds. 
, Choose a dark, rainy day if possi- 
ule, for the transplanting, otherwise 
do this work at sunset—we mean m 
transplanting seedlings. 
Water the 


seedbed thoroughly a short time be- 
fore you begin to transplant; then 
lift tlie plants, with all the soil their 
roots will hold, and remove to the 
permanent bed. 


Keep the seedling covered with a 


wet cloth, so that the heat and wind 
will not dry them. 
With a sharp 


pointed stick make the hole for the 
plant and then fill it with water. 
Plant the seedling in this puddle, 
drawing the dark soil about the stalk 
when the ground has been firmed 
about the plant as much us possible 


A miniature water gaiden is prac- 


tical and will prove most interesting, 
needing less attention than a flower 
bed its sixe. 


Have a sugar or vinegar barrel cut

THE WAY TO RAISE DAHLIAS 


By H E N R I BEAUTIEN, 


A good dahlia must bloom from July 


until frost, und,lf it does not, discard 
it. 
I saw some beautiful (lowers on 


some plants In July and August, very 
double, line striped. By the middle oC 
October the flowers weie halt the size; 
what were striped before, at that time 
were of one color, and nearly single. 


We had Keyne's. White lor several 


yeans; it grew four feet tall; last 
year it grew eight and ten feet. A 
plant like that Is no moie good. 


Dahlias can be grown from seeds; 


they grow stronger than from cuttings 
and roots, only it is hard to find good 
seeds, now we are in the cheap-seed 
business; but the man who has a good 
article does not sell 25-ccnt packages 
for 10 cents 


If you warif dahlia roots for next 


year,'plant them in small pots and let 
them remain all summer. Keep them 
over winter like old roots, and start 
them again in the spring. I do not 
say this is absolute, but It is the best 
vay to niise dahlias so far. 


The specialist does it, and it is my 


ixpenence since 18C7. 


It is claimed by dahlia growers that 


llvidlng the roots will degenerate al- 
nost all varieties; that is the reason 
wo have so few good flowers. 


Of course, a good many will believe 


that a cutting will not flower and 
mike roots to keep over winter, but 
it is true; they were raised Hint way 
jnany years ago, and that is the way 
they arc raised today in England, 
France, Germany and other countries 
except the United States. 


It is the reason, too, that the Amer- 


icans do not care much for the dahlia; 
they have been deceived too much. 


They buy old roots and get an old, 


degenerate plant, sometimes six feet 
tall and more, and not a blossom In 
sight. 


In October, when the nights are cool, 


the degenerate show buds, and if the 
frost does not catch them, they will 
flower, maybe two weeks, and the 
flower vjiil be deficient In color and 
size. 


They blame the weather, etc.; It Is 


not the weather altogether, but the 
mode of planting.

So common are the earth stars that

vale. At home in the most entrancing 
dell of the remote ravine lands and 
equally at home where the tin cans 
fester and rust in shameful heaps they 
mark the year's last effort to beautify 
the world. 


Of asters there Is an abounding va- 


riety. Commonly they are classed as 
purple or white; but this is absurdly 
superficial. Purple is no proper classi- 
fication of the many shades of tinged 
blue which the frost-nipped fields and 
woods display. And even the less at- 


tractive white kinds are of many vari 
eties. 


It is well to go stargazing in autumn 


and to gaze downward for earth stars. 
All the stars are not in the vaulted 
firmament. We are, ourselves, earth 
creatures and the earth stars are more 
comprehensible than the stars of the 
sky with their sense-dulling distances 
and magnitude. But their message is 
tlie same, the message of life and won- 
der. Without wonder life would be lit- 
tle.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.
